Charlotte Parking Survey Progressing; 
Completion Expected By Early December 


Charlotte—Substantial progress 
on this city’s current parking sur- 
vey—first of its kind ever to be 
conducted in the State— is reported 
by Statistics and Planning Engi- 
neer James S. Burch of the State 
Highway and Public Works Com- 
mission, who is in charge of the 
project. 

Divided into three phases, the 
survey is being carried on by ap- 
proximately 80 regular employes 
of the Charlotte Fire Department, 
assisted by 20 other local citizens 
and directed by 10 officials of the 
Highway Commission and the Pub- 


lic Roads Administration. 
@ Phase one of the survey, Burch 


: reports, has already been substan- 


tially completed. This phase has 
consisted of an inventory of avail- 
‘able parking spaces of all types in 
a 55-block area of the downtown 
shopping’ section. 

Phase two, a directional traffic 
count of vehicles traveling over 40 
streets in the 55-block area, is now 
in process, with workers on this 
part of the survey making a man- 
‘ual count, which includes a com-

AND SUPPLY

The demand for goods shows no 
sign of weakening. Consumers, 
from individuals to the largest us- 
ing agencies, are demanding de- 
liveries of all kinds of equipment 
and products; in fact, there is no 
room in the world of today for 
competition which is the only thing 
that will put prices on a fairly 
even keel and head off inflation. 


Steel and grain are pointed out 
by official forecasters as the key 
commodities that will determine 
the extent of the boom anticipated 
for early 1948. The supply and price 
grain will determine the price of 
feed, and its cost will determine 
the cost of producing meat, poultry 
and dairy products. 


The cost of steel is basic to almost 
everything else—the price of auto- 
mobiles, farm implements, machin- 
ery, household appliances and con-

Burch Makes Talk 
For Letter Carriers 
At Greensboro Meet 


Greensboro — “North Carolina’s 
Secondary Road Program’ was sub- 
ject of an address by James S. 
Burch, statistics and planning en- 
gineer for the State Highway and 
Public Works Commission, pre- 
sented before the North Carolina 
Rural Letter Carriers’ Association 
here November 8. 

Outlining the work of the High- 
way Commission, Burch told the 
letter carriers that “the total road 
mileage under its direct jurisdic- 
tion is greater than in any other 
state in the union, and would ex- 
tend about two-and-a-half times 
around the world.” “In a compari- 
son based on size and wealth,’ he 
stated, North Carolina has a road 
system second to none. Today, vir- 
tually every community is linked 
by improved roads to virtually 
every community. Only a small per- 
centage of our rural homes are 
located more than a few miles 
from some hard surfaced road.” 

During World War II, Burch 
pointed out, almost all major high- 
way work had to be delayed but, 
he added, in 1946 and 1947 most of 
it has gotten back to normal. “In 
1946,” he told the group, “the 
Highway Commission spent $49,- 
173,292.00 on our roads and high- 
ways. In 1947, our total disburse- 
ments will be $65,531,388.00. 


Garner Club Is Host 
To Highway Workers 


Garner — Approximately 100 
Raleigh and Wake County em- 
ployes of the State Highway and 
Public Works Commission on Nov- 
ember 14 were guests of the Gar- 
ner Lions Club at a barbecue sup- 
per held at the high school here. 

Lions Club President P. K. 
Banks, host to the highway group, 
explained that the invitation was 
extended in appreciation for work 
recently done in resurfacing the 
main street of the town. Proceeds 
from the sale of barbecue to the 
general public went to support to 
Lions Club program of aid to the 
blind in Wake County, Banks stat- 
ed.

Raleigh—Tacking a full agenda 
of business, members of the State 
Highway and Public Works Com- 
mission took action November 6 
on matters ranging from the opera- 
tion of Federally-built bridges over 
the Inland Waterway to the fur- 
nishing of guards for tubercular 
prisoners at North Carolina Sana- 
torium, 


Calling to the Commissioners’ 
attention a letter from Lee Gravely, 
chairman of the board for North 
Carolina’s tubercular institutions, 
Chairman Graham told them that 
the Highway Commission had been 
asked to furnish three permanent 
guards for prisoners being treated 
at Sanatorium. Pointing out that 
the State Highway and Public 
Works Commission is required to 
make a yearly appropriation to the 
institution, he said that a payment 
of $21,900 had already been made 
for 1947, taking care of the treat- 
ment of a monthly average of 24 
patients at an average cost of $76 
per month. Private rates, he stated, 
amount to $30 per month and re- 
gular indigent rates $15 per month. 
In view of the differential of $46 
per month between rates paid by 
the Highway Commission and those 
paid by the general public, the mem- 
bers of the Commission refused the 
request to furnish guards, on the 
grounds that funds now being paid 
in are sufficient for necessary guard 
hire. Hitherto, the Sanatorium has 
employed only unarmed attendants. 


In response to a request from the 
North Carolina Motor Vehicle 
Bureau, the Commission voted un- 
animous approval of a plan pro- 
viding that Highway Commission 
engineers supervise and direct the 
construction of concrete inspection 
strips at 20 points throughout the 
State, inn preparation for the mech- 
anical inspections which will be 
begun by the Motor Vehicle Bureau 
on January 1, 1948. Following com- 
pletion of the strips, which will be 
of concrete 160 feet long, 15 feet 
wide and seven inches thick, the 
Highway Commission will be re- 
imbursed for the amount spent on 
their construction— estimated at 
$1,518.00 each. Of the 20 strips, two 
will be located in Raleigh, one at 
the State Fairground and the other 
on property east of Raleigh owned

To the casual observer, it 
would seem that highway of- 
ficials and employes, during 
the past few weeks, have de- 
voted an undue amount of 
time and energy to the hold- 
ing of district meetings at 
which speeches are made, ser- 
vice awards presented, and 
ample suppers served.

have had some value in help- 
ing to preserve a valuable 
esprit de corps among work- 
ers whose efforts have been 
directed toward accomplish- 
ment of a common task.

beefing leads Western Caro- 
lina in highway spending for 
county roads. 

Recalling that in 1941 the 
Ninth Division State High- 
way shops were moved from 


Statesville to Shelby, Editor | 


McKnight says that as a re- 
sult ‘all hell broke lose in the 
Iredell metroplis,’” and “Mr. 
Watson was charged with pol- 
itical thievishness, personal 
treachery, and official trea- 
son.”

Considering a request that the 
North Carolina Highway Commis- 
sion take over and operate five 
bridges over the Inland Waterway 
at Coinjock, Wilkerson’s Creek, 
Hobucken, Fairfield and Cold Creek, 
the commission members voted to 
take no action on the mater at pre- 
sent, but to refer it later to the 
North Carolina delegation in Con- 
gress. If the State of North Caro- 
linaa took over operation, Chief 
Highway Engineer W. Vance Baise 
pointed out, approximately $50,000 
per year would have to be spent 
for operating crews and mainten- 
ance of-the draw structures, and 
control of the waterway itself 
would still remain under Federal 
control. 

In addition to other matters, the 
Commission:

Agreed to request the Depart- 
ment of Conservation and Develop- 
ment to make improvements on the 
foot trail leading to the top of 
Mount Mitchell.

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Western Carolina’s 
Tourist Attractions 
Draw Heavy Traffic 


Asheville — During the summer 
season just past, Western North 
Carolina literally “played host to 
the nation,” its highways carrying 
traffic from 45 states and three 
foreign countries, according to a 
survey made by Statistics and Plan- 
ning Engineer James S. Burch. 

Conducted here from July 9 
through August 4, the check on 
tourist travel was an_ incidental 
part of an over-all traffic survey 
which was then underway. During 
the survey, special interviewers 
employed by the Highway Com- 
mission kept records on all ve- 
hicles entering or leaving Asheville, 
and found that 16.2 per cent of 
them had out-of-state tags. This 
figure is compared by Burch with 
a previously computed figure which 
shows that nine per cent out-of- 
state vehicles is the year-around 


average for traffic passing over 
any main highway in the State. @ 


Of the total number of out-of-aa™ 


state vehicles, 5,374 in all, the 
largest single number, 1,078, were 
from Florida. Second highest state 
was South Carolina, with 843, and 
Tennessee came third with 659 ve- 
hicles. passing through Asheville 
during the checking period. A total 
of six foreign cars, from Cuba, 
Canada and the Panama Canal 
Zone, gave some indication of the 
drawing power of the Asheville 
area in summer. +
